Davis was one of 60 competitors who par- 
ticipated in the preliminary competition and 
one of seven finalists. The final competition 
challenge was the design of an inhabited 
bridge at the site of Boston’s Cottage Bridge 
(commonly referred to as the B.U. Bridge). 
Competitors were required to include: a 
continuous landscaped pedestrian passage, 
unbroken by automobile or train traffic, on 
each side of the river; pedestrian crossing 
over the river from each bank unbroken by 
automobile or train traffic; viewing stations 
facing up and down the river; and accom- 
modation for existing automobile and boat 
traffic as well as incorporation of the existing 
railway as an element of a new circumferen- 
tial transit system. 


Davis, who studied architecture at RISD 
and at GSD, developed a solution that struck 
the jurors as having taken on the challenge 
of the problem in a complex and sophisti- 
cated way. He produced the design that 
explored the problem in the greatest depth 
and presented the most extensive and in- 
triguing solution. His solution and those of 
the other finalists were on display in The 
Architects Building in April.

Boston City Hall: a model of sustainability ?

Imagine this: Boston City Hall, our vener- 
able, controversial, quintessentially 
Bostonian piece of architecture... getting a 
“green” makeover ? Such an idea, pro- 
posed by Henry MacLean AIA and a team of 
architects and engineers and sponsored by 
Architects for Social Responsibility (ASR), is 
in the works. 


The creation of a sustainable Boston City 
Hall is the outgrowth of a design studio 
taught by MacLean at Wentworth Institute of 
Technology last year. Among the studio’s 
work was a project by student Robert 
Hodgkinson which proposed for City Hall, 
among other things, a glass-enclosed atrium 
space and rooftop gardens (see drawing 
above). The studio addressed issues on the 
plaza as well, with MacLean’s program in- 
cluding an Ecological Research Center for 
the City of Boston which would serve as a 
local, regional and national hub for ecologi- 
cal monitoring, research and education. 
Given the current attention to the redevelop- 
ment of City Hall Plaza, this proposal for the 
building is timely and necessary. 


This is a vision for making (or remaking) the 
first “green” city hall in America. Through 
careful study and analysis, the project team 
has identified economic, health, and eco- 
logical possibilities for the building and plaza 
that could help create an outstanding model 
of cutting-edge sustainable architecture and 
landscape architecture. The proposal 
masterplan treats the building as a bridge 
between the Faneuil Hall marketplace/wa- 
terfront area and the revived plaza. Archi- 
tectural additions and alterations would al- 
low for significant movement over, under, 
and through the structure. The project 
identifies the possible reclamation of 100,000 
s.f. of floor space in the building for activities 
linked to the proposed Ecological Research 
Center. The Center would be open to the 
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public, of course, and 
=2--- would be integrated with 

a revived commercial 
———- _ market, restaurants, and 
the redevelopment land- 
scape of the plaza. It 
could be operated as a 
joint venture of the City; 
the Trust for City Hall; a 
consortium of universi- 
ties, museums and pri- 
vate foundations; and cor- 
= porate sponsors. 


The themes of this pro- 
posal support Mayor 
Menino’s notion of Bos- 
ton as America’s premier 
city in the Information 
Age, his desire for a Sustainable Boston, 
and his concern for building bridges into the 
21st century. These visions also support the 
goals of the Trust by offering a larger focus 
on the revival of the plaza. An ecologically 
planned hotel and site plan for the plaza 
would provide an added boost to the eco- 
nomic engine the Trust is seeking to de- 
velop. In addition, ecological planning would 
avoid significant costs associated with the 
hotel, which is by nature resourse-intensive. 


Most significantly, the proposal affords us 
the opportunity to retrofit this architectural 
masterpiece of the 1960s for the 21st cen- 
tury, enabling it to reclaim its international 
reputation for transformative, progressive 
design. Specific recommendations for the 
building upgrade are still in progress; how- 
ever, some information is already available. 
For instance, it was discovered through 
analysis of available operating cost data that 
the building's Energy Utilization Rate (EUR) 
was 277,000 BTUs/sf (British Thermal Units 
per square foot). Compared with the Build- 
ing Energy Performance Standards (BEPS) 
of 110,000 BTUs/sf listed in the Vital Signs 
catalog for a large office building, it is clear 
that there is substantial room for improving 
the building’s energy performance. And 
consider that the NMB (now ING) Bank 
headquarters designed by T. Alberts in 
Amsterdam, which is a recently constructed 
building of comparable size to Boston City 
Hall, uses around 30,000 BTUs/sf. To ad- 
dress these concerns, the ecological reno- 
vation proposal includes, among other en- 
ergy- and cost-saving proposals, the cre- 
ation of a heat-recovery ventilation loop, 
using the existing mechanical design as a 
starting point, and a new fresh-air system. 


ASR is currently engaging in a series of 
discussions about City Hall. Our May meet- 
ing featured a presentation by Henry Wood 


FAIA of Kallmann, McKinnell & Wood; he 
worked on the design and construction of 
the building and is actively engaged in the 
debate over what is happening to City Hall 
and the plaza. He was quite interested in 
this proposal and is eager to see issues of 
sustainability brought to light. Future meet- 
ings will involve people from Basic City Ser- 
vices, the Public Facilities Department, the 
Trust for City Hall Plaza, as well as other 
architects, engineers, landscape architects, 
and designers.

Architecture as a spectator sport -- The 3D CADD Design Shootout 


Ever wonder what it would be like to have an 
audience of hundreds of your colleagues 
looking over your shoulder as you work, 
watching every mousestroke, with a running 
commentary in the background and even 
cheering as you pop up a perspective of a 
particularly nice alternate solution ? 


In November, at a premier event on the first 
day of Build Boston, about 60 architects are 
going to find out what that experience is like. 
The National AIA Computer-Aided Practice 
PIA and the BSA sponsor a repeat of last 
year’s immensely successful Designers 3D 
CADD Shootout...and this year promises to 
be even more spectacular than last. 


You may wonder how our usually rather 
subdued architectural profession could re- 
ally hold an audience's interest. However, 
with the right formula, activities formerly 
referred to as “as interesting as watching 
grass grow” (golf, yacht racing, chess and 
even engineering) have all become exciting 
televised events. (Remember those MIT 
competitions in which students built robots 
to collect tennis balls ?) The key here for 
architecture is in forcing a design challenge 
with an incredible number of requirements 
to be done in a ridiculously small amount of 
time (remember the A.R.E. ?), with design 
requirements changing every few minutes 
so the audience can see the competitors 
solve their way out of one problem after 
another. The other key to making this an 
interesting event for a spectator is that the 
design schemes are all required to be shown 
in 3D perspectives and have walkthrough 
animations in addition to all the plans, sec- 
tions, and elevations — all this possible only 
recently with the best of the virtual reality 
architectural CADD systems that we are just 
beginning to use. 


The problem 

There have been shootouts for CADD sys- 
tems in the past — ostensibly demonstra- 
tions by computer vendors each replicating 
the same 2D drawing and counting the time 
or the keystrokes to determine the winners 
— but these drafting exercises did not reflect 
a large part of what architects do. The 
difference in the Build Boston Design 
Shootout is the emphasis on 3D design by 
teams of architects who are advocates of 
their particular architectural CADD system. 
In fact, to make sure we avoided those 
“canned demos” and possible misrepresen- 
tation, in the first Design Shootout the soft- 
ware companies weren't even allowed to 
participate because we wanted to see real 
architects putting the various CADD pro- 
grams through their paces. 


Some companies now show buildings of 
extraordinarily complex design, such as 
Corbu’s Ronchamps, as evidence of how 
far the modeling capabilities have come 
with their CADD software. They all seem 
to claim how easy to use their software is, 
and how there are numerous auto-roof 
design, auto-stair design, auto-space plan- 
ning, and similar tools to help us design. 
Most of the new generation of architec- 
tural CADD design software is oriented 
towards a new paradigm -- that of devel- 
oping a comprehensive 3D CADD model 
which becomes the source for all the 
plans, sections, elevations, and details, 
all in an automatically coordinated way 
(rather than merely 2D drafting each draw- 
ing on screen as many CADD offices do 
now), and, as a side benefit, there are 3D 
perspectives and walkthroughs possible. 
This new paradigm of the comprehensive 
3D CADD model heralds the beginning of 
several new automatic capabilities, such 
as automatic cost analysis, energy analy- 
sis, space planning, facilities manage- 
ment, structural analysis, and even build- 
ing code checking; all this could mean a 
major change for our architectural profes- 
sion. 


If architecture firms are being asked to 
change a mode of working that has proved 
successful for hundreds of years -- de- 
signers sketching and redlining and draft- 
ers producing drawings -- to a very 
different one in which designers dynami- 
cally build in a sort of virtual reality with 
continual feedback on design issues and 
the production drawings are created au- 
tomatically, then a paradigm change that 
radical needs to prove itself first. We 
really didn’t encounter this issue before, 
since the initial uses of CADD in our 
offices were really only electronic drafting 
in the old paradigm. Thus, there is aneed 
for us all to see, side by side, a compari- 
son of these powerful design systems that 
could overturn our profession and to see 
our colleagues really test these systems 
to find out how easy it really is to do real 
design on a computer. Some of what we 
may see will be shaped by the abilities of 
the designers... that only adds to the fun. 


The solution 

In the World Trade Center Amphitheater, 
a dozen teams of architects, each repre- 
senting one of the premier 3D architec- 
tural CADD systems, will compete while 
an audience watches as an enormous 
projection screen switches from team to 
team. Each team has two architects on 
stage working with networked systems 
(So we can see how well they can collabo- 


rate) with a third architect whose job is only to 
speak to the audience to tell us what is going 
on. They have four hours to complete an 
unknown design project and to produce floor 
plans, sections, elevations, 3D details, 12 per- 
spectives, two high-quality renderings, at least 
one animation walk-through, a VRML virtual 
reality model ready for the Web, and more. In 
addition, at certain intervals design criteria 
changes are announced so we can see how 
well they can be accommodated. Each team 
then provides a brief presentation of their de- 
sign. 


Despite the demanding requirements and the 
absurdly short time, almost all of the eight 
teams that competed in 1996 finished the 
project; in fact, one team finished early 
(MiniCAD), another produced two animations 
rather than just one (ArchiCAD), and yet an- 
other produced eight photorealistic renderings 
rather than just two (Arris). The enthralled 
spectators came from 11 countries and 35 
states and the results have been lauded in 
several architecture magazines. This year we 
expect teams_ representing ArchT, 
AutoArchitect, ArchiCAD Teamwork, AllPlan, 
Architrion, DataCAD, MiniCAD, Pro-Reflex, 
TriForma, Arris (last year’s overall winner), and 
possibly Speedikon, AP Design, and 
ChiefArchitect. 


During the event spectators also will see de- 
tailed information about each of the architec- 
tural CADD programs, hear interviews with the 
developers of the software, get advice on hard- 
ware, operating systems, management, tips 
and tricks, user groups, Web sites, and learn 
more in a single exciting day than is possible 
anywhere else. 


The Designers 3D CADD Shootout for Archi- 
tectural CADD Systems is Tuesday, November 
18, from 9 am to 3 pm at Build Boston. Audi-

Geoffrey Moore Langdon AIA 


Ed. note: Langdon, one of the planet's extraor- 
dinary CADD wizards, invented the first Shootout 
that occurred last year. He is also the co- 
founder of more than one computer users’ 
group in Boston, a prolific writer on CADD 
systems, and leader of one of Build Boston's 
most popular workshops every year titled “CADD 
and the Small Firm” (which is scheduled for 
Thursday, November 20 at Build Boston this 
year). 
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The Boy Scouts of America (BSA) 
has a new view of architecture 


Interior detailing, CA, 
section drawing, and 
visual dictionary guides 
available at BSA 


In 1920, the Boy Scouts of America (the 
other "BSA") published one of its first hand- 
books describing ways in which to earn Boy 
Scout merit badges. In that 77-year-old 
manual, there appears this description of 
how to earn a merit badge in architecture: 


"1. Present a satisfactory free-hand draw- 
ing. 


"2. Draw, without accurate measurements, 
the five orders of architecture, the drawings 
being of the character of sketches, but pre- 
serving the proportions. 


"3. Write an historical outline of the impor- 
tant periods of architectural development, 
giving the names of the important recog- 
nized architects identified with the develop- 
ment of each style. 


"4. Submit an original design for a two-story 
house, and tell what material is necessary 
for its construction, giving an outline of speci- 
fications, the design should consist of origi- 
nal working drawings at scale, drawn in ink 
on linen or paper suitable for making prints.” 


Those requirements and the wording re- 
maining essentially the same through new 
printings of the Boy Scouts handbooks up 
until the 1960s. Then, in 1966, the architec- 
ture merit badge requirements became both 
simpler and more complex: 


"1. Write about a period of history that 
influenced architecture. Compare the build- 
ings of that time with those in the United 
States today. 


"2. Write about a building you admire. De- 
scribe its arrangement, exterior, interior, 
and surroundings. Give the function for which 
the building was designed. 


"3. Make a sketch of a building you admire 
(other than the one in requirement #2). 


"4. Measure a building. Make a drawing of it 
ata scale of 1/4" = 1'. Make one plan and one 
detail such as a doorway or window. It may 


be in pencil on tracing or drawing paper. Use 
simple architectural letters." 


This 1966 version was also accompanied by 
a 14-page article in the handbook written by 
Don Canty, then Senior Editor of the AIlA's 
Architectural Forum. These 1966 merit badge 
requirements remained essentially un- 
changed for another 30 years. 


Then, in 1995, the Boy Scouts overhauled 
the architectural merit badge requirements 
and the changes are quite interesting: 


"1. Tour your community and list the differ- 
ent building types you see. Try to identify 
buildings that can be associated with a 
specific period of history. Make a sketch of 
the building you most admire. 


"2. Arrange to meet with an architect. Ask to 
see the architect's office and to talk about 
the following: 

(a) Careers in architecture 

(b) Educational requirements 

(c) Tools an architect uses 

(d) Processes involved in a building project 


"3. Arrange to visit a construction project 
with the project's architect. Ask to see the 
construction drawings so that you can com- 
pare how the project is drawn on paper to 
how it is actually built. Notice the different 
building materials. Find out how they are to 
be used, why they were selected, and what 
determines how they are being put together. 


"4. Interview the owner or occupant of a 
home or other building (your ‘client'). Find 
out what your client's requirement would be 
for designing a new home or business facil- 
ity. Write down all of your client's require- 
ments that you think would affect layout or 
design of the new facility. 


"5. Measure your bedroom. Make an accu- 
rately scaled drawing of the floor plan indi- 
cating walls, doors, windows, and furniture. 
Neatly label your drawing, including your 
name and the date. (Drawing scale: 1/4" = 
ay.

Who should do interiors ? 


Throughout the U.S. in the past decade, 
architects and interior designers often have 
been at each others' professional throats in 
periodic turf wars (or lesser encounters) 
surrounding the design of interiors. While 
the confrontations have been often severe 
and very expensive in states such as Con- 
necticut, New York, and many other states 
in other parts of the country, the debate in 
Massachusetts has been uncommonly civi- 
lized and thoughtful . . . although still con- 
tinuing. 


In the late 1980s, a BSA task force -- which 
included Wilson Pollock FAIA, Lee Cott 
FAIA, and Colin Smith FAIA -- worked 
through a long and collaborative process 
with representatives of the interior designer 
community to help shape legislation interior 
designers had drafted in an effort to attain 
some form of State certification or registra- 
tion status for interior designers. That leg- 
islation, or some form of it, has been pro- 
posed by the interior design community 
every year since, initially with BSA’s support 
and, in recent years, without it. 


The issues at play involve who can and 
cannot be called an “interior designer’, who 
should be licensed or registered under State 
law as a design professional, and how any 
proposed changes in the current legislative 
environment will affect architects, interior 
designers, and others in the industry. 


A working group of interior designers and 


architects is gathering at the BSA in August 
to renew the dialogue on these issues. Any- 
one with an interest in these issues is invited 
to join us for this informal breakfast meeting 
at 8 am on Friday, August 8 in The Architects 
Building, 52 Broad St., Boston.

Fee-bidding for design 
professionals is the pits 


Bidding is not a smart way to select and 
retain design and environmental profes- 
sionals; negotiated procurement or qualifi- 
cations-based selection (QBS) is. That's 
the bottom line in the new booklet written by 
John Bachner, a consultant in the real- 
estate and building industries. 


Titled Puchasing the Services of Engineers, 
Architects, and Environmental Profession- 
als, the booklet takes a hard stand against 
fee-bidding. Noting that QBS encourages 
positive attitudes because client satisfac- 
tion determines whether or not the QBS- 
oriented client retains the same firm again. 
When clients use bidding, Bachner argues, 
consultants know that their subsequent re- 
tention will be determined in whole or in part 
by their fee, thus eliminating any incentive 
for extra effort and, in fact, discouraging 
high-quality services because fees must be 
kept as low as possible to win the commis- 
sion. 


The booklet asks and answers 21 of the 
most common questions about QBS and 
bidding, questions such as: “Who in his right 
mind would select a design firm without 
considering its fee ?” Bachner’s answers to 
this and many other questions should prove 
useful to architects trying to explain to pub- 
lic-sector and private-sector clients why fee- 
bidding is the least effective way to choose 
your design consultant.

Hundreds of BSA members and industry 
allies descended on the BSA in the Spring for 
a broad range of BSA workshops. Some of 
these sessions — particularly the 18 ses- 
sions we administered on the new Massa- 
chusetts State Building Code and related 
code issues and the special workshop on 
“Designing Houses Profitably” — drew heavily 
as expected. Others, particularly the high- 
level intensive sessions on CADD manage- 
ment, contracting for the exchange of CADD 
files, project accounting systems, and “im- 
age diagnostics” were surprisingly success- 
ful sessions that earned exceptionally high 
ratings from those who participated. 


The CADD and the project accounting ses- 
sions were conducted by Kansas City de- 
sign-firm consultant Michael Ingardia, P.E. 
He brought a breadth of professional expe- 
rience with large and small firms and a depth 
of knowledge of CADD that made the ses- 
sions exceptionally valuable to the BSA 
members and allies who participated. In 
fact, Ingardia will return to lead these ses- 
sions again in early 1998 because of the 
exceptional response his workshops received 
this year. 


Beverly Payeff, the New Hampshire design 
professional who has developed a new ap- 
proach to design she calls “image diagnos- 
tics,” was another pleasant surprise of the 
Spring workshop series. Her four-part, 16- 
hour intensive course for BSA members and 
allies in May introduced an entirely new way 
to approach design, client marketing, and 
client education. Her thoughtful and con- 
tinually delightful presentation over a 
period of four weeks was so well-received 
that we are scheduling her for two work- 
shops on these issues at Build Boston in 
November. 


The BSA workshop series for the Spring 
offered over two dozen opportunities to BSA 
members and others. The next major round 
of BSA workshops is, as usual, at Build 
Boston in November when over 180 
workshop opportunities are arrayed 
over the three-day period of the 
convention. ; 
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Architects Day on Beacon 
Hill is a success (but could 
have been better) 


In April, approximately 100 design profes- 
sionals gathered in Gardner Auditorium at 
the State House to prepare for meetings 
with individual State senators and represen- 
tatives. This event was the Massachusetts 
architectural community's second annual 
day on Beacon Hill and this year we were 
joined by our colleagues in the American 
Consulting Engineers Council (ACEC), the 
Boston Society of Civil Engineers, the Mas- 
sachusetts Association of Land Surveyors 
and Civil Engineers, and the Boston Society 
of Landscape Architects. 


ACEC President David Glodemote and AlA/ 
BSA Legislative Affairs Committee chair 
Michael Hicks AIA opened the morning with 
a review of our principle legislative con- 
cerns. Our legislative agents/lobbyists, Joe 
Baerlein and Ray Long of The Choate Group, 
reviewed the current state of affairs on 
Beacon Hill and discussed appropriate pro- 
tocol for our subsequent visits to our legisla- 
tors. Senator Bill Keating spoke briefly 
about changes that have developed in State 
government during recent years. 


Issue papers on specific bills were made 
available to everyone as guides for the 
conversations with legislators. Response 
from the legislators to this day of interaction 
with design professionals has been enor- 
mously positive and has led to a continuing 
series of meetings at the BSA with State 
legislators. 


The unfortunate element of this second 
annual effort was that attendance by archi- 
tects in Massachusetts was only 30% of 
what it was the first year in 1996. In fact, only 
about two dozen Massachusetts architects 
participated this year compared to over 100 
last year. The large number of engineers 
and landscape architects who particpated 
this year fortunately served to keep the total 
numbers adequate. A particular concern is 
the fact that participation by architects west 
of Route 128 fell to almost zero, which 
means that our primary legislative issues 
are not being pitched to the majority of State 
legislators in Massachusetts. We need your 
advice on how to do a better job in 
communitcating the importance of this an- 
nual function to every architect in Massa- 
chusetts.

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How learning to listen can make you a stronger leader

"Listening is the leader's skill," Woodrow 
Wilson said. No wonder there are so few 
leaders, attorney and speaker Ed Kelsay of 
Oklahoma City told a recent Associated 
General Contractors (AGC) meeting. Of the 
four communications skills -- reading, writ- 
ing, speaking, and listening -- the first two 
are taught to everyone; the third, to many; 
and the fourth to very few. 


This is doubly unfortunate because we do 
more listening than anything else. People 
typically spend 9% of their time writing, 16% 
reading, 30% talking, and 45% listening, 
according to Kelsay. 


Since A/E principals are people and not 
machines, listening (internalizing what one 
hears) doesn't come automatically. Have 
you ever met someone whose name you 
couldn't remember two minutes later? This 
happens because as soon as we're intro- 
duced, we start to think of a response. We 
stop listening. 


Principals who listen tend to be the best 
leaders. After all, a principal is one person, 
and there may be 20, 200, or even 2,000 
others in the firm. If a principal learns to 
listen, he or she becomes more successful 
at facilitating the work of everyone else. The 
principal can't get all the jobs in house or turn 
out all the work. But he or she can, in part by 
listening, help coworkers do their jobs more 
successfully. It's like a conductor leading a 
hundreds musicians -- great music may 
result. 


How to improve your listening skills. For 
one thing, heed what Kelsay says. He learned 
the importance of listening while running a 
loss-prevention service in Oklahoma. Kelsay 
discovered that one reason so many clients 
were being sued was that they hadn't lis- 
tened carefully enough. He recommends: 


1. Resolve to improve. If you want to 
improve your listening, you probably will. 


2. De-emotionalize your listening. Psy- 
chologist Carl Rogers said each person 
brings a unique point of view to communica- 
tion. When a principal hears certain words - 
- "fee bidding," for instance -- a set of 
emotions is activated. 


At such times, Rogers suggests, sit down 
and list the words and ideas about which you 
feel most strongly, positively or negatively. 
Tell yourself, "When next | hear that term, I'll 
either turn off or else deal with it in a positive 
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way, which I'm now going to pre-determine." 


In the case of fee-bidding, for example, the 
principal might decide: (a) "| won't automati- 
cally capitulate and without thinking agree to 
bid." and (b) "I will try to negotiate with the 
client, for example by going over the head of 
the purchasing agent, if that's who I'm deal- 
ing with." 


De-emotionalizing dialogue is “one of the 
hardest things" for executives and manag- 
ers to do, Kelsay said . . . "the person who 
remains calm can control the dialogue, bring 
it from the realm of the emotional to the 
rational." 


3. Positioning. Do not violate other people's 
“body space." If a principal gets too close to 
coworkers or clients, they feel threatened. 
Although the proper distance varies from 
person to person, two feet or so is a good 
rule of thumb. You can, however, purposely 
violate another person's body space to your 
advantage. If you're having trouble getting 
the person's attention, move too close and 
then step back. Chances are, you'll be able 
to start communicating. 


4. Feed forward. Show speakers you're 
interested. For example, make eye contact. 
Be there for them. Principals needn't speak 
to make clients or workers realize they care. 
During the Revolutionary War, in that ter- 
rible Valley Forge winter when the Continen- 
tal Army almost starved and froze to death, 
every morning General Washington, atop 
his white horse, Stanley, rode up and down, 
visiting every unit in the camp. It was not his 
words but his mere presence, it is said, that 
held the army together, so that three years 
later it could beat Gen. Cornwallis and win 
the war. 


5. Use your eyes. We communicate with 
tools in addition to words. Some 80% of the 
emotion in a speaker's message is con- 
veyed by body language. 


6. Feed back what you understand the 
speaker's message to be. But don't parrot 
-- use your own words. The speaker will 
either correct you or confirm that you under- 
stand what has been said. You'll have plenty 
of time to think while the other person talks. 
The average speaker talks at 125 words a 
minute, but you can think 500 words a 
minute. 


7. Question the speaker. If you don't un- 
derstand, ask. For example, to clarify, jus- 
tify, or expand. Of course, if you're in what 
could be perceived as an inferior position 
(say the speaker is the managing principal 


or a tough client), you may hesitate. But 
“people don't mind questions" -- they're flat- 
tered by them, because they show you're 
interested. A newspaper or TV news story 
used the "inverted pyramid" style of writing. 
The most important facts -- the who, what, 
when, why, where, and how -- are in the first 
paragraph or two. But most speakers aren't 
that well organized. It's common to forget 
key points or to take a long time to get to 
them. But ask speakers, and they'll gladly 
provide them. Don't hesitate to ask ques- 
tions... 


8. To internalize, repeat the speaker's 
key points, to yourself, several times. Is 
ithard for your to remember people's names? 
Dale Carnegie suggested that if you repeat 
it to yourself three times in the first two 
minutes after hearing it, you will remember. 
Academic students of memory have found 
that 90% of the typical oral message is 
forgotten in the following 30 days. But if it's 
conveyed both orally and visually (as by 
slides in an A/E firm's marketing presenta- 
tion), people will retain 50% of the message. 
Nearly a century ago, a Prof. Ebbinghouse 
found that a person who reads something 
eight times will probably remember it. "That 
finding is the basis of all U.S. advertising, " 
Kelsay said. A/E principals can find ways to 
use it, too. 


9. Learn the power of silence. Kelsay calls 
it "the most productive of all listening tech- 
niques." "If you're silent, the person you're 
with will probably want to fill it. Remaining 
silent is a way of honoring another. If you 
remain silent, and look at the other person, 
he or she will probably speak up." 


Most important listening points? This 
article reports a fraction of what Kelsay said 
in a 90-minute speech. If he had to choose 
the two top keys to listening, Kelsay said, 
he'd pick these: 


@ Use “the 51% solution," Prof. Lyman Steil, 
former chair of the Department of Rhetoric 
at the University of Minnesota, said. "If you 
assume that 51% of the communications 
responsibility is always yours, you will maxi- 
mize communication." Don't dominate, but 
do see that communication happens. 


@ Use the listening technique of silence, as 
described in point 9 above.

At recent monthly 
meetings of the BSA 
Board of Directors: 


@ Education & Research Commissioner 
Caro! Burns AIA moderated an unusually 
broad discussion of the relationship be- 
tween architecture and practice. The impli- 
cations of the Boyer report, the trends to- 
ward academic professionalism in architec- 
ture schools, and the apparent alienation of 
professions in general in our culture were 
among the issues discussed by the Board 
members representing the five architecture 
programs in Boston. Massachusetts IDP 
Coordinator Tom Dawson also participated 
in this dialogue by describing the intern’s 
perspectives on the profession and IDP’s 
status (or lack of it) in the schools. 

@ Design Commissioner Robert Miklos AIA 
reported that the BSA Urban Design Com- 
mittee had appointed David Dixon FAIA to 
chair a special focus team to address the 
proposed renovations of Boston's City Hall 
Plaza. 

@ Legislative Affairs Committee Chair 
Michael Hicks AIA and BSA/AGC Design/ 
Build Task Force co-chair Roy Pedersen 
were invited to a Board meeting to discuss 
proposed policy recommendations concern- 
ing design/build in the public sector. 
Pedersen’s task force has been addressing 
this issue for several months while attempt- 
ing to reconcile architects’ and contractors’ 
views of this often controversial project- 
delivery method. Following extensive dis- 
cussion with the Board, Pedersen and his 
colleagues on the Task Force offered to 
propose a specific policy statement for Board 
review and approval at a later meeting. 

@ Hicks and others reported on the disap- 
pointingly small turnout of architects for the 
second annual Architects on Beacon Hill 
Day in April. Hicks said that only about two 
dozen architects participated, compared to 
over 100 last year; he noted, however, that 
from a substantive viewpoint this year’s 
effort was quite valuable. Contacts with 
State legislators during this event and the 
collaboration with the engineering associa- 
tions characterized the success of the day 
even in the absence of most architectural 
professionals in the state. Several at the 
Board meeting commented on the irony 
evident in the growing interest of legislators 
in the architectural community at the same 


time that architects themselves seem still 
unable to mobilize for such a significant leg- 
islative opportunity (see the related story on 
p. 13). For more information on this annual

@ Promoting architects and architecture to a 
broad public audience was the subject of a 
report by Honors & Awards Commissioner 
Michael Liu AIA who noted his Commission's 
effort to identify effective means of using BSA 
design awards programs to promote the pro- 
fession to a much wider public audience and 
to encourage public debate about the design 
awards themselves. This report was paral- 
leled by a discussion of the national AIA 
proposal to inaugurate a three-year, $6.5- 
million television advertising campaign for 
the same purpose. The Board was less 
convinced by the national AIA proposal. The 
Board charged the President and Vice-Presi- 
dent to seek ways to modify the national 
proposal as they served as delegates to the 
national Convention in New Orleans in May. 
(See related story in the next column.) 

@ Finally, Treasurer Paul Nakazawa AIA 
reported that the independent audit of the 
BSA's 1996 fiscal year operations had been 
completed in April and that the auditors ex- 
pressed admiration of the work of BSA staff 
comptroller Karen Mogan, noting especially 
the significant improvement of the financial 
recordkeeping of the BSA over the past few 
years. The auditors and the BSA’s accoun- 
tants, who also review the audit, both ex- 
pressed surprise at how well the Board of 
Directors and staff had managed to reduce 
so significantly the financial burden of The 
Architects Building mortgage and to elevate 
the BSA’s fiscal health so significantly over 
the past three years.

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TV ads for architects are 
coming...gradually 


The national debate over the recently pro- 
posed national initiative to invest over $6 
million in the next three years in a television 
advertising campaign came to a head at 
the national AIA Convention in New Or- 
leans in May. 


The proposal, developed by national AIA 
President Raj Barr-Kumar FAIA and outgo- 
ing AIA CEO Terry McDermott, was elo- 
quently reiterated by both proponents dur- 
ing the Convention and supported by rep- 
resentatives of several AIA chapters around 
the country. There was, however, signifi- 
cant opposition to the notion that the na- 
tional membership would be subject to a 
special assessment of $50 annually for 
three years to finance what some described 
as a yet undefined effort. The proposal was 
defeated in a vote by the membership at 
the Convention. 


However, in an effort to salvage the idea of 
promoting architects and architecture 
through the use of all forms of media — 
television, radio, the Web, etc. — BSA 
Vice-President Peter Kuttner AIA, repre- 
senting not only the BSA but AIA New 
England as well, presented an alternative 
proposal that would cost every AIA mem- 
ber in the United States $10 as a one-time 
investment in an effort to develop the “pro- 
gram” for a national electronic advertising 
campaign. This proposal, Kuttner said, 
would raise $400,000 or more to finance an 
intensive exploration of the best uses of 
available advertising media, the nature of 
the audiences being targeted, the general 
description of what it is we would be pro- 
moting to a large public audience, and an 
opportunity to solicit ideas and information 
(and buy-in) through surveys of the na- 
tional AIA membership. 


With strong support from the AIA chapters 
in New York, Texas, California, and other 
areas of the country, the BSA/AIA New 
England proposal was adopted.

We sold sustainability 


= 
In April, the BSA’s sustainable design brains 
trust, Architects for Social Responsiblity, 
sponsored a ground-breaking workshop on 
“Selling Sustainability to Your Client”, which 
drew a small group of industry professionals 
from as far away as Toronto. We designed 
this unique session because architects’ usual 
reaction to the notion of selling architecture 
or sustainable design is less than realistic; 
most of us think a good project or a good 
idea should sell itself. But that is not the 
case. 


This workshop, moderated by BSA Board 
Member Hubert Murray AIA, was led by 
Jack Spengler (Harvard School of Public 
Health expert on indoor air quality, methods 
of identifying environmental impacts, life- 
cycle assessments, etc.), Gerry Ives AIA 
(the innovative Boston-based sustainable 
design architect), Diane Cottman (leader of 
the Center for Sustainable Building who 
focused on the lack of ready availability of 
sustainable materials and methods), and 
Sue Parenio (professor of Advertising and 
Mass Communication at BU who provided 
the very special insights on marketing and 
the marketing structures that enable us to 
analyze and communicate information to an 
audience). 


Following the initial panel discussion, we 
engaged in a mock presentation to a prep 
school and learned very quickly, using 
Parenio’s format and structure, how signifi- 
cant are the communication. barriers be- 
tween architects and the way we think and 
what our clients expect. The bottom line, 
perhaps not surprisingly, is that most of us 
as architects still find it difficult to orient our 
presentations to the client's concerns rather 
than our own. We still often forget that for 
us the goal is usually a building; to the client, 
the building is merely a means to another 
end. Our work is obviously just beginning.
